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Cold Weather 


Shows Growers

Well Prepared 


'The past week has been one of 


anxiety to the orchardists on account 
of the low temperatures which have 
been predicted and have prevailed 
throughout a greater portion of the 
icitrus belt. The first warning was 
Wceived by the Covina Fruit Ex- 
change Tuesday afternoon from the 
United 
States • weather 
bureau, 


which stated that low temperatures 
would prevail in 
exposed spots 


throughout the night and early on 
'Wednesday morning. Early that ev- 
ening the temperature began to fall 
and by minight the orchardists were 
lighting'their heaters in certain sec- 
tions, where the thermometer drop- 
ped a"s low as 26 degrees. Fortu- 
nately, after midnight a.wind came 
up, the temperature rising rapidly 
to 34 and 35, and from that time 
throughout the night all danger was 
past. 


Similar warnings were received 


on Wednesday, predicting, a temper- 
ature as low as 't-i in exposed and 
low sections. Warnings were sent 
out to orchardists and early in the 
evening the reserve men were called 
to be prepared to make a fight. In 
the lower portion of the valley the 
temperature dropped to danger point 
shortly before 8 o'clo'ck and by JLO 
a number of the orchardista had 
lighted a portion of their heaters. 
In Covina proper the minimum tem- 
perature for the night was 29. In 
the lower sections, however, lower 
temperatures were recorded. 


~ A review of the situations shows 
tjiat about one-fourth of the heaters 
in the entire district were lighted. 
In all instances the temperature 
was raised above the freezing point, 


demonstrating that it would be pos- 
sible to successfully combat a very 
law temperature with the present 
organization which has been effected 
throughout the Covina valley.

L. J. Barry, for fifteen months 


city marshal of Covina, was sum- 
marily removed from office at a 
meeting of the board of trustees on 
Monday night by a vote of three to 
one, Trustee Longworth refusing to 
vote. Those opposed to the further 
tenure of this man in office were 
George K. Maxfield. president of the 
board, Frank Kendall, anil Joseph 
Laycook. 
Trustee Schaich voted 


against his dismissal. 


As an. aftermath, petitions 


•were at once placed in circula- 
tion for the recall of George H. 
Maxfield, 
chairman 
of 
the 


board, and these are being very 
generally signed. 
The rumor prevalent upon the 


streets of Covina for the past week 
that the removal of City Marshal 
Barry was contemplated by the 
board brought out possibly the larg- 
est gathering of taxpayers that has 
ever attended a session of this body 
in Covina. Thirty minutes before 
the hour of meeting, the council 
chamber was jammed and those un- 
able to gain admission to the room 
blocked the sidewalk to the curb, 
where they remained for several 
hours. 


The opening gun came when the 


city clerk was instructed to read the 
resolution declaring the office of city 
marshal vacant. Following this a 
petition containing 300 names of 
the residents of the city was filed, 
asking that before action was taken 
a public hearing be given and that 
City Marshal Barry be permitted to 
answer any charges thut might be 
preferred. Chairman Maxfield then 
stated that the board had given the 
•matter full consideration and that 
he deemed it wise at this time to 
make no further statement except 
that the board had lost confidence 
in its officer. 'He then asked if any- 
one else desired to speak. 


Principal Boyden G. Hall of the 


Covina grammar school stated that 
he had several reasons why Officer 
Barry should be retained, in fact 
over five hundred in all—referring

Edison Company 


Increases Steam 
Generating Plant 


Six hundred men employed by the 


Llewellyn iron works of.Los Ange- 
les have jnst l/egun work on the 
erection of two thousand tons of 
structural steel for the second addi- 
tion to the Long Beach steam plant 
of the Southern California Edison 
company. 


The capacity of the now turbine 


unit is eighty thousand horsepower. 
It will be placed in operation July 
1st, several months sooner than con- 
templated in the original estimates. 
Mr. George M. Ward, vice-president 
in charge of construction and oper- 
ation, attributes the ^possibility of 
advancing the date of completion 
of this job to the experience gained 
in construction of the one hundred 
ten thousand horsepower addition 
made last year and to improved con- 
ditions in material markets and 
transportation. 


This addition gives the 
Long 


Beach plant a total capacity of two 
hundred eighty thousand horsepower 
and makes it the largest steam plant 
west of Chicago. Power from this 
new unit will be available for peak 
load as well as standby service for 
all territory served by the Edison 
company.iri Southern California and 
in the San Joaquin valley.

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Metropolitan Sanitation System 


By A. E. DE MOTT. City Engineer, Covina 


Sanitary sewers are one of the most important factors 


in the upbuilding of any community or district. After a 
community has a population of three thousand to four 
thousand the need of such sewer service becomes apparent. 
Very few towns in the United States having a greater 
population than thirty-five hundred do not have sewer 
systems. 


The cities in the metropolitan area around Los An- 


geles are particularly fortunate in that they can combine 
under the state law, form a district and construct a gravity 
outfall sewer system to the ocean. They do not have to 
depend upon the mechanical and chemical separation and 
purification of the sewage and then turn the effluent or 
water into some local stream or stream channel. This1 
mechanical means of purification is not only costly but ob- 
jectionable to the inhabitants near the outlet. 


The cost of a mechanical plant of course depends upon 


the type installed, but would be between $75,000 and $100,- 
000. and then the troubles would only have begun. The 
services of an experienced and able superintendent and 
other help would be needed to handle the plant and keep it 
operating properly. 


What would we do if we had a plant installed only a 


year or two and were ordered by the state board of health 
to change it in some major or minor way, costing from 
$5000 to $25,000? The community would be forced to 
make the necessary changes regardless of the amount pre- 
viously invested. Such expenditures might be occurring 
continuously, as has been shown by the Pasadena treatment 
plant. 


Considering the every day cesspool, ^"hat do they 


cost ? How long will they last ? The cost of a cesspool 
depends upon the type of soil encountered, depth, etc. A 
property owner is fortunate to get such a means of dis- 
posal for from $50 to $75. The investment in such holes 
in the ground becomes excessive after several arc developed 
and then become filled, rendering their use impossible. 
The cesspool also pollutes the underground water, which 
fact should receive serious consideration. 


The cost to the property owners under the sanitation 


district plan is based upon the assessed valuation of real 
property' oiilyl 
Each city will pay the amount of money 


toward retiring the $4,400,000 bond issue in the nvtio that 
its assessed valuation bears to the assessed valuation of 
the whole district. In other words, if the assessed valua- 
tion of Covina is $2.000.000 and the district's assessed val- 
uation is $13:1,000,000, then Covina will pay 2-133 of $4,- 
400.000. or approximately $68,000. This total will be vari- 
able and depends upon the assessed valuation. One sec- 
tion of the district might advance so rapidly in population 
and assessed value as to over balance the rest of the dis- 
trict. They would then pay a larger share of the cost for 
the period of expanded development. It is thus rather 
difli'-ult and almost impossible to give the final amount 
that any one district will ultimately pay. 
It can only be 


judged by the present ratio. 


The city engineer of each of the cities in this metro- 


politan sewer district No. 7 assisted the chief engineer, 
-\. K. Warren, so far as was possible, particularly with 
reference t<: the needs of each city or community. 


The plan outlined in ilr. Warren's report to the board 


oj' directors or' this district is not only practicable but is 
the cheapest means of disposal for this district that can 
possibly be found. 
We can consider ourselves fortunate 


:n being orr'cred a plan which will eliminate local nuisance. 
•The se\ragc will be conducted out to sea beyond a steep 
roeiv-bouml coast with a natural fringe of kelp and sea- 
'.vn ,!. This growth has a natural oxidizing value and to- 
:.•••(her with dilution will eliminate any chance for nuisance. 


lielieving that this plan offers the people of Covina 


and all other cities within this district No. 7, and all other 
contracturai districts to the south, the only logical, cheap 
and safe means of sanitary sewage disposal, every regis- 
tered voter is urged to go to the polls January 2uth, 1926, 
a i i ' i cast his or her vote in favor of issuing bonds for this 
district.

Accidents Increasing in Small Towns 


Statistics, compiled by the safety first bureau of the 


National Automobile club, show that safety campaigns in 
the larger cities have resulted in a reduction in accidents, 
but that in the smaller towns where traffic has increased 
at a rate greater than the care exercised in traffic control, 
the toll from automobile accidents is higher and mishaps 
show a steady increase. 


Nationwide education in the principles of safety is an 


essential to the reduction of automobile accidents. 
The 


popularity of the automible has grown with an amazing 
rapidity in the last few years with the result that many 
are driving cars who ought never .to -be allowed at the 
wheel and many are walking the streets as if the automo- 
bile was still a dream of the future and not a reality of 
the present. 


The teaching of the traffic accident prevention in the 


school is urged by Herbert Hoover, secretary of commerce, 
and provision of playgrounds in the cities and towns where 
the children may exercise without fear of being run over 
by a passing machine. Adequate parking spaces, punish- 
ment for violators of the motor vehicle laws, planning for 
the traffic problems of the future and centralized authority 
are other recommendations of the committee on street and 
highway safety, presided over by Secretary Hoover.

A Cure That Costs Nothing 


Grade crossing accidents can be prevented, not by tax- 


ing the public for grade changes, but by automobile driv- 
ers stopping and looking before crossing railroad tracks. 
This is proven by experiments of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, which requires all its truck drivers to stop, look 
and listen before crossing tracks. 


In the year 1924 the vehicles operated by that company 


crossed railroad tracks 31,000,000 times without an acci- 
dent. Public officials and others having to do with the 
regulation of traffic and avoidance of accidents may -\vell 
consider the significance of this performance. It is "a 
remedy for accidents which insures easy and quick cure 
at no expense to taxpayers, whereas to'remedy by grade 
changes would take half a century for the 25G.OOO crossings 
in the United States and cost the taxpayers no less than 
$15,000,000.—Chino Champion.

Miss Broadwell 


Tells of French 


People's Habits 


Paris, Nov. 23, 1925. 


My Dear Mr. Matthews: 


I will at least commence a letter 


to yon for the Argus, as I promised 
I would write. I think I shall call 
this letter 
"Scraps and Strays," 


scraps of information about life and 
customs over here which have im- 
pressed me, and stray thoughts con- 
cerning the French viewpoint of life 
in general .as compared with ours, as 
far as I have encountered it. 


First of all I am going to begin 


with my street here. Directly op- 
posite from us a new story is being 
added to the four-story apartment 
building The work has been going 
on for six weeks and at last we no- 
tice a few bricks are up. The men 
come to work at seven, work 
an 


hour,, then have an hour or so for 
breakfast, go to lunch at noon and 
begin work again 
sometime after 


half past one. I believe they work 
then until five o'clock. 
And that 


reminds me, all the little shops and 
stores are closed from twelve until 
after one-thirty. It is the hardest 
matter to remember that. My room- 
mate and I go out for our lunch 
and if we are in need of some lit- 
tle article we will plan to stop after 
lunch for it, but always the places 
are closed! The very large depart- 
ment stores and business houses of 
Paris, however, do not follow this 
custom. People here really do take 
life much more calmly than we do. 
About the only things that 
hurry- 


are the taxis and machines. I guess 
one does not have to bother keeping 
within a speed limit, but there are 
not nearly so many privately owned 
cars anywhere in 
Europe. 
Even 


here in Paris one sees far more taxis 
than private machines. 
However, 


the old story about the pedestrians 
being held responsible if he is 
knocked down by a vehicle is a bit 
exaggerated because the police are 
very helpful about aiding the pedes- 
trian to cross the street. There are 
also little "islands" on the wide 
boulevards and squares, so it is not 
at all difficult to hop from one to 
the other very safely. But I must 
finish telling you about this work 
going on here across from us. One 
day one of the men was shoveling 
sand, supposedly into a wheelbar- 
roiv, but we could not help but no- 
tice that he was so interested in 
the passersby that fully half the 
time the shovelful missed its goal 
and landed anywhere but in 
the 


wheelbarrow. There did not seem 
to be any foreman to call him down, 
so he really had a very merry time 
that day. Workmen here are paid 
very little and the extremely eco- 
nomical way in which they live can- 
not even be imagined by us unless 
we see it with our own eyes. Heat 
nf any sort is really a luxury and 
there are so many families who seem 
to live with almost no heat. 
It is 


a mystery to me how they stand it, 
for most of the apartments of the 
poor are dark, damp holes 
with 


*tom; floors. 
But for the most part 


;hey .seem happy. 
Sometimes 
we 


have our lunch in a little restaurant 
ticar us where the food is excellent, 
but where only the workmen eat. 
Our Madame with whom we live was 
quite horrified when she learned of 
our going and eating with work- 
1'ien, but of course she cannot un- 
derstand our democratic ideas. Per- 
.-oiially I like people and am inter- 
ested in (hem. I am just as inter- 
ested in our .street sweeper and his 
wclllieing us I am in the barons and 
lit her personages I happen to meet. 
But I want to tell you about our 
little restaurant. 
For five francs, 


which at present is less than twenty 
cents, we have soup, a huge hunk 
of French 
bread, a meat course 


with potatoes, salad, a bottle of red 
wine and dessert, which is either a 
tart or cheese. We have no extra 
flourishes here and eat off marble 
topped tables, but 
everything is 


very clean, which is not always the 
cane in these little restaurants. We 
have always found the men to be 
perfect gentlemen in every respect. 
They eat their lunch leisurely, often

lady's gold wrist watch with black 
ribbon. Finder please call Argus. 
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remaining to have a game of cards 
afterwards. 
They all have 
their 


wine or beer with their meals and 
the only intoxicated persons I have 
seen in France have been Ameri- 
cans. The French have their wine, 
which they dilute with water, with 
their meals. Sometimes they top off 
a dinner with a small glass of cor 
dial or liqueur which they sip slow- 
ly, while the Americans, very often, 
have whiskey or champagne 
in 


quantities. 
As a general 
rule it 


seems to be the Frenchman who is 
shocked at the way the American 
drinks rather than visa versa, as we 
might expect. 
Personally I cannot 


feel that the use of a little wine or 
beer or liquor is harmful—it is the 
abuse of it. 
After all it is simply 


a matter of getting back to the fun- 
damentals of life, one of which is 
moderation, and also eomjnon sense 
based on good firm moral principles. 
If the proper foundation is built in 
the forming of a business life, the 
finishing details and ornamentations 
will be able to take care of them- 
selves. 
I sometimes wonder if we 


are not so busy at homo thinking 
about and fighting over the minor 
details of life that we forget to see 
that the foundation is solid. What 
does it matter if a human being be 
Greek, Catholic or Jew, Roman Cath- 
olic or Protestant, whether he drinks 
wine or coffee, so long as he is a 
pan in mind, body and soulT 


Another favorite restaurant with 


us is one several blocks from here, 
which is a bit more pretentious, hav- 
ing red and white checked 
table 


clothes and walls painted in red and 
white checks also to match the table 
covers. Here, businessmen eat. We 
get a very good lunch for between 
twenty-five and fifty cents, accord- 
ing to our appetite. We wore very 
much amused the other day to see 
the man next to us take from his 
pocket a silver tooth pick which was 
enclosed in a very real little case 
on a chain. 
Now, one of the de- 


lights in this restaurant is to watch 
for the silver toothpick. 
If one 


eats down town at Sherry's on the 
Rue do La Prix or at the Breuf a 
La Mode or some other famous res- 
tauurant one pays the same price as 
at home, only the meal here is bet- 
ter. I have never tasted such good 
food in cafes at home as one finds 
here, but then I Hike the French 
cooking, and I do not miss 'coffee, 
which is very bad in France. 


Now to come back to our street 


again. It is swept and cleaned by a 
woman who wears modern shoes and 
a black sateen apron. 
She uses a 


very crude broom made of twigs 
tied to a handle in a crude fashion— 
no neat brooms such as are used by 
our street sweepers at home. Near- 
ly all the street car conductors are 
also women. The 
motormen are 


men. The street is also quite fre- 
quently entertained by street sing- 
ers and street cryers. The porcelain 
mender has a certain" tune, the fur- 
niture mender another, and so on. 
I love to hear them; it makes me feel 
that I am living in the twelfth cen- 
tury. We are also a very intellec- 
tual street, although we are only a 
block long with the beautiful Park 
Marccan at one end and Place Mal- 
shiebes with its statutes of Dumas 
at the other. We have a boys' school, 
one which prepares for the univer- 
sity, also some sort of music school. 
Our apartment is on the main floor 
and we have a pretty garden out in 
the court. However it too cold now 
to linger in a garden. Our Madame 
with whom we live is a very intel- 
lectual woman and I enjoy her very 
much indeed, though her ideas are 
very different from mine upon many 
subjects. She is an aristocrat of the 


j old school, a Royalist in spirit. She 
has great respect for the old regime 
in France, but does not think inuch 
of the present republican govern- 
ment—and she is not alone in these 
idea», France is really not a repub- 
lic ir spirit. I do not mean to say 
the people are disloyal or disrespect- 
ful to their present government, not 
at all, but their ideas and tastes still 
run in the same channels as those 
of a couple of hundred years ago. 
The president or ministers of the 
government are secondary to tho old 
aristocracy and the 
generals. We 


saw a good example of this Armis- 
tic Day. 
When the president rode 


by there was no cheering or any sign 
of demonstration, but when .General 
Gourand passed there was much en- 
thusiasm. 
Tho Armistice Day par- 


ade was very impressive. We watch-

was filled with a great feeling of 
sadness and also resentment to think 
that civilization would still recog- 
nize even a display such as this. I 
think I was not the only one who 
felt sad, for I do not believe I was 
ever in such a still crowd. The at- 
mosphere was saturated with a dead 
calm, the pulse of a multitude who 
had suffered. And yet as we turned 
to go Madame said to me, "What a 
noble sight! One of the glories of 
France is her army. France without 
her army could never be France." I 
replied, "But Madame, it is all so 
sad. Every soldier represents just 
so much gun fodder." Her reply: 
"That is life. The world has always 
had war and always will.'' No won- 
der the struggle for world peace is 
so hard with such ideas and tradi- 
tions to fight. I am not blaming 
these people because their ideas dif- 
fer from mine; I am just interested. 
I represent the ideas of a new na- 
tion, a nation which is starting out 
with a new sheet, a nation untram- 
mcled by tradition, a nation with 
ill the idealism and fire of youth— 
while the ideas of the 
average 


French person are the product of 
rudition, of years of racial prejud- 
ices—in sum, the ideas of an old 
ouutry. 
Therefore I don't 
think 


we as a nation should be too intol- 
erant or impatient. 
We are 
the 


most powerful nation 
today. 
We 


are the wealthiest and most prosper- 
ous nation, therefore I think 
we 


should be lenient about this debt 
business. It seems to me unneces- 
sary for our nation to^ajharge inter- 
est, even if it is business. The peo- 
ple over here are now burdened be- 
yond our comprehension with taxes. 
If we were in their 
position we 


would feel the same; that is a bit 
bitter toward a nation who was mak- 
ing life so hard for them 
even 


though it was their just rights. I 
am well aware of all of our coun- 
try's arguments. 
I am simply see- 


ing it from the human side aa I live 
here amongst these people. 


Another point on which we dif- 


fer is that concerning "The Modern 
Woman." I have a great time try- 
ing to convince the Madame that a 
woman can be a perfectly good club 
woman and still not neglect her 
home and her family, but of course 
not knowing the wonderful efficiency 
of the American woman she cannot 
understand. 
Anyway it is all ex- 


cellent practice for my French, aa 
Madame speaks no English. I fear 
it will be many, many years before 
the woman's club movement can 


gain the ground here that it has with 
us. Besides the attitude of the wo- 
men themselves there is also that 
of the men. They, too, still have 
that curious idea that a woman is 
very limited in her capabilities and 
can only do one job at a time. On 
the other hand we have much in com- 
mon, for Madame is a very good 
musician besides being very 
well 


read, so she tells me much of inter- 
est about Paris, about French his- 
tory, literature and the like. 


One afternoon I was invited to a 


bridge party with Madame. 
There 


I met a very interesting group of 
people, men and women, some titled, 
but I found the afternoon as a whole 
very much like any of our parties at 
home, only we were invited from 
three-thirty to seven 
and the men 


came also. Those who have occupa- 
tions came in time for tea, which 
was served between five and seven. 
I found that between games 
the 


women talked about the same things 
as a group of women anywhere, high 
cost of living, the difficulty with 
servants, the high price of laun- 
dry, clothes, their children and so 
on. The guests were dressed much 
the same aa we dress at homo only 
for the jewels. I never saw so much 
gorgeous jewelry anywhere as one 


sees here in Paris. I would like to 
describe this home also, but I fear 
this letter is getting too long, but 
there is one thing about the beauti- 
ful homes here which always fills me 
with delight—the curtains. 
Often 


they are of the most exquisite real 
lace and embroidery with handsome 
side drapes of brocaded satins and 
velvets, materials not at all suited 
to our climate, but here, 
where 


there is only the palest sunshine and 
no dust, it is another matter. 


I simply love Paris. I never set 


foot outside my door without being 
thrilled from head to foot. Every- 
thing is so very beautiful, the build- 
ings, the boulevards, the parks, the 
churches; and how I love everything 
we do, the concerts, the opera, the 
study, the use oft another language, 
the meeting of friends, old and new, 
life is so full and wonderful. I only 
wish that everyone might have the 
opportunity, the 
realism 
of 
his 


heart's desire as I am now having 
mine and I hope I may return to my 
friends and my community 
being 


able to bring them something from 
my study and experiences here.
